steps were ever taken to carry such 
a measure into effect. 

That the sale of Manila tickets is 
illezal according to the local Ordi- 
nance admits of no doubt whatever, 
and although, according to the strict 
letter of the law, to ensure a convic- 
tion for. the offence it might pro- 
bably be necessary to prove that the 
person charged. kept an office or other 
place for such business, it séems to 
us that the runners and street sellers. 
of these tickets would come under 
the Ordinance affecting rogues and 
vagabonds. The mere fact of this 
particular lottery being under state 
patronage, that is the patronage ofa | 
foreign state, has no bearing upon 
the subject whatsoever, and we really | 
were unable to understand the neces- 
sity of Mr. Mencarini, the Spanish 
Constil, being called to prove what was 
perfectly well known, and moreover 
was of no consequence whatever to the 
merits of the case. It would, indeed, 
be a strange anomaly if an illegal 
traffic in Manila tickets were per- 
mitted in Hongkong, while Wei Sing 
and other Chinese speculations of a 
similar character were rigorously. put 
down by the strong arm of the law.

ed samples, and some of these were 

sent in the ordinary way to Messrs. 

Reed and Co., who trausferred them to 

the defendant, from whom it was now 

sought to recover. Mr. Milner Gray, 

plaintiff's manager, deposed to giving 

the order for the samples to Messrs.
